With the loss of India, of the 
bulk of overseas investments, of 
her position as “banker for the 
world” Britain ts certainly not in 
as gocd a position as she was 40 
years ago, despite what the ex-

Security Council Position 
May Be Affected By War 


By Max Harrelson 
LAKE SUCCESS, Dec. 23.—(AP)—Diplomats here are 
watching the Chinese crisis closely because of China's im- 
portant position as a permanent member of the United Na- 


tions Security Council. 

Any change in China's govern- 
ment may lead to a revision of her 
foreign policy and that, in turn, may 
vitally affect the UN 

It is assumed that if China comes 
under complete Communist dom- 
ination, she will align hersclf with 
Russia. 


CHANGES ALIGNMENT 


In the Security Council. the vot- 
ing alignment would be 8 to 3 on 
|most questions instead of the cus- 
tomary 9 to 2. There would be two 
permanent members of the council 
in the minority instead of one, and 
each has the veto power 

Russia already is able to thwart 
a majority decision by the veto 
and has done so 29 times—but she 
| would have the moral advantage of 
having another big power join her 
jin each future veto 
| The Soviet bloc also would gain 
jan additional vote in every major 
organ of the UN because China, as 
a big power, is widely represented 
throughout the organization 

There still is the possibility, of 
course, that China may not come 
under complete Communist dvmina- 
tion. 

A coalition government might: be 
formed which would include the 
Communists but which would not 
be dominated by them, or the pres- 
ent government might withdraw to 
Formosa or elsewhere 

In either case, UN legal experts 
say, the present regime would con- 
tinue to be recognized here as 
China’s legitimate government. The 
UN, as in numerous other instances 
would regard the civil war in China 
as an internal problem.

OTTAWA, Dec, 23.—(CP)—A 
blood-stained hatchet yesterd 
tentatively identified as the weapon

Lithuanian, whose battered body 
was discovered on a farm 1 here 
Tuesday 

Inspector Alex MacLeod of the 


Ontario Provincial Police discarded 
the possibility of hanging, which he 
described as a clumsy attempt to 
make the death appear a suicide. 
The body was found in the gran- 
ary of the farm of Mrs. Annie 
Baryluk, near Navan, Ont., about 13 
miles east of Ottawa, The body was 
in a sitting position with a rope 
around the neck. The head was 
battered and an axe, bearing blood- 
stains, was found nea. the body. 


FOR AUTOPSY 


Dr. Max Klotz, Ottawa Civic Hos- 
pital pathologist, tentatively identi- 
fied the hatchet as the death 
weapon. The body was taken to 
Ottawa for a complete autopsy 

Scuff marks on the side of the 
barn in which Jonusas died indic- 
ated someone had climbed through 
a window 16 feet above the ground. 

Mrs. Baryluk, who hired the vie 
tim through the National Employ- 
ment Office a week ago, said she 
did not think Jonusas, who arrived 
in Canada in August, knew anyone 
in the district 

The victim left a widow and two 
children in a displaced persons 
camp in Germany. He had hoped 
to bring them to Canada at a later 
date.
